T his may be calleda Lie 
certeine, becauſe I ſtand certeinlieaſſured that ſuch a 
man hath (ſpoken euill of me: yettrue it is, thatbe- 
cauſe I doo not intheſe words particularlie expreſle 
the matteror {peach wherypon I giuc the Lie,there- 
fore irſhall be reputeda Lie genera ,and conſequently 
of no force: For indeed no Lie is lawfull;ynleſfſe the

 Foritis vnlawtull ypon one quarrell to Pghr oftner 
than Once, and ynfit that one man ſhould hazard his

For as enerie 
accuſation or imputation ought be done without ad- 
uantage, cuen ſo cuerie anſwere without aduantage, 
ought be vttered. Alſo cuerie Tniurie offered in pre-' 
ſence, ſhould likewiſe in preſence beanſwered : and 
ifinabſenceany ſuch wrong bee done, inabſencean 
anſwere may be made.

uenient according to the qualitic of the offence, to 
makea peace betwixt thele parties, the matter muſt 


be thus handled. Herthathath made the reuenge ſhall =

done thus,I ſhould not haue done wel, & as a Gentle- 


manoughtto do,or other wordsto like efte&t. Aﬀer

Likewile, if two 
Gentlemen vppon ſome vnkind words doo crawe, 
and the one hurt the other; to makethem friends, rhe 
way isthus. Hethar gaue the hurt or wound ibal ſay, 

thatthe Gentleman wounded, behaued himſcite asa 
valiant man ought,and although he recetued the hurt 
yet his yertue Na ſufficientlie appeare. Vpon theſe 
or like peaches, a peace may reaſonablic enſue with 
reputation to both ; for the one by giuing the hurt 
hath gained honor, and the other receming praiſe 
of his enemic 1s acquite of cuill imputation; where- 


by all men thall knowe, that both the one and the o- 


ther hath tried himſelfe a manlic and yaliant Gentle- 
man. 


Tt one mandoth ſtrike or offer violence vnto the 0- 


ther,& preſentlic runne away; or if the partie offen- 
ded by any other meane, cannot bee preſentlie reuen- 
ged:yct inthat caſe,ifhe lay hand on his weapon and 
endeuour to make reuege, he ſhal be reputed yalianr, 
and the other a coward. Butto make peace betweene 
them,the onelic way is, that he who offered the yio- 
lence,ſhall in plaine termes confefle the manner how 
It was done,and pray pardon. Andalthough itmay 
ſeeme contrarie to the courage of man, notto main- 
teinethat is begun; yet when he conſidererh in his 
owne conſcience, that the a& was iniurious and da- 
ſtardlic, it ſhall bee better chriſtianlic ro repear, than 
wilfullie to perſiſt againſt all truthand reaſon. - | 
If one man dooth chaunce to hutt another yn- 
wares, or ynknowing him, as ſometimes 1t happe- 
neth in the night or darke places, the amends muſt 
be to ſay, know you not, tor knowing, I would not 
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My ſo' done, nor might ſo doo withont offering 
wrong and diſcourteſic, and therefore pray you hold 
 meexcuſed. Ho. of; 
Sometimes it happeneth that one challengeth an 
other to haue ſtriken him, and the other doth denie 
thar ſo he did : in that caſe the ſatiſfation muſt bee 
thus. The partie chargedto haue ſtriken, ſhall ay (if 
| ſotherruth be)IndeedT did nor ſtrike you,8 if I had 
(haning no ſuch canſe)T might iuſtliebee accuſed of 
Injurie. After this fort, many otherqueſtions may be 
 ordered,v{tng ſuch words and reaſons,asto diſcreete 
Gentlemen ſhall be thought connenicnt. And here I 
will remember all Gentlemen, making profeſsionof 
Honor and Truth, that they ſhould not inany wiſe 
mainteine any vniult words or wrongfull aCtion.

Then calling the Tniured, ſhall ſay and 
allure him, that the Iniurer hath madea good & rea- 
ſonable ſariſtaction,in er 2rie thing that may bee pre- 
iudiciall tothe honor or reputation of the Injured : 
And therefore requirc aſwell the one as the other to 
ſtand ſatiſhed, and repute themſelues in ſuckeſtare 
and condition, as they were before the quarrell was 
commenced. This order hath been oftentimes vſed, 
and fariſta&tion ſo made,thought effeQual:for ſome- 
rimes it proouctha thing verie difficult to bring the 
aducrſaries together face to face, before a Tudge or 0- 
ther perſon ofauthoritie: ſometimes alſo being met, 
they fall into newe quarrell ypon newe occaſion: ei- 
ther cls before they come, a doubt will ariſe how 
they ſhall bee accompanied, and whether they ſhall 
come armed or without weapon. Another while 
theregroweth difficultic ypon the words of fatiſtac- ' 
1 tion, Ithath been alſo ſcene, that in ſuch conference 
_ therehathpaſſcd fome blowes of the hand, weapon, 
foote,or other violence,whereby the enmitie was ra- 
ther cacreaſed,than appeaſed.In which reſpeCts, this 
order is many times vſed. | | 
Another way isthis,that ſome perſon of great au- 
thoritic ſhould call the parties afore him, and take a 
truce yntill hee ſhall at more leiſure conſider of the 
quarrel}, enioyning them in the meane time notto

ing in his owne excuſe (vnleſſe the truth bee contra- 
rie)that which I{aid1 thought then to bee true. Or 


_ thiis. That I faid, was tolde mee of others. Orthus. 


W hatI ſaid was inmy choller, Theſe ſpeaches ten. 
ding to ſhewthe truth to be otherwiſe than was ſaid, 
the partic offended 1s disburthened. 

Ifa man hath given the Lie to another, and after 
doth knowe the words wherevpon the Lic was gi- 
uento bertrue : he may in that caſe withoutreproach = 
renoke the Lie, and thereby make ſatiſfation. And. 
if happelic he make difficultic ro yſe ſuch a reuoca- 
non dirclie, then may he ſay, I confefſe the words 
to betruc whereof our quarrell groweth,cither els he 
may repeate the words,and therewithal allow them. 

Another way to procure ſatiffattion is, That hee 
who gaue the Lie ſhall ſay or write vato the partie 
belied to this effe&t: I pray you aduertiſe me by ttris

iniurie, whereypon I gaue you the Lie. The other 
will anſwere, I ſpake them in choller, or with no_ 
meaning to offend you, Thereunto may be anſwered 
by him that gaue the Lie, thus.

euen ſo hee is moſt honorable among men, whom 
Princes or lawes haue enhabled ynto dignitic. How- 
ſocuer ir bee, moſt ſure itis, thatno man giueth vnto 
himſelfe any title, but it behooueth him to receiue ir 


| from others. Therefore Bartholus concludeth,thar to 


bemade noble, ir is requiſite the Prince doo beſtowe 
ſome ſorr of digaitie, ortitle yponthe perſon thar is

thanthe other,one noble,another mona amog 
ſtones ſome are precious, others of no yertue; and of 


the better ſortof them, ſome more or leſſe precious 
and orient : cuen ſo among liuing creatures both in 
generalitic & ſpecialitie,we finde ſome courteous 8 
gentle,others rude 8 voyd of yertue. Much more is

T happenedthe Emperiall ſeate being voyd,the E- 

leftors named ynto that dignitie two Princes, not 

by general coſent,but by deniſto of voyces,the one 
partie choling,l/onſo king of Spaine, the other Rich- 
ard Duke of Cormval brother to the King of England. 
Theſe Princes claiming the Empire, theone challen- 
oed the other to trie ” right by Combat : where- 
vpon grewe a queſtion, whether perſons of ſo high 
calling ought be admitred to fight in Combar. There- 
vnto is ſaid, that forſomuch as the Empire in the be- 
ginning was gotten by Armes and yertue, and thar 
the execution of all iuſtice reſterh in Armes,it ſee> 
meth an Empire in that ſort gained,to be more hono-. 
rable, than if ir were giuen by clection. Belides that, 
in ſuch triall, the victorious cnioyeth it by diuine / 
indgement. And for example thatEmpires haue been 
ſo indged, we reade that the Romanes being in warre 
with the Albanots, it was by conſent of the oneand 
the other people agreed, that three brethren of the 
one partie called Horaty, ſhould fight with three of 
the enemies who were alſo brethren, called Curiaty. 
Theſe men being brought together, after long and 
- doubtfull fighr,the viRtorie fell vato the Remanes,and 
the Albanors (according vnto agreement) willinglie 
yeelded their Countrie ynto the Romanes goucrn- 
ment. Oathe contraric may bealleadged, that forfo- 
much as the weldooing of the whole Empire, con- 
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and the Princes of thoſe ages were repurzd cither

ſitethvpon the life of the Emperour, he ought not 
ro fight in perſon. Butthis is to bee ynderſtood of an 
Emperour alrcadic poſſeſſed and imeſted, for if the 
election be doubtfull,thento auoyda publique warre 
and effuſion of bloud, it ſeemeth yerie reaſonable, 

that two Princes making claime, ought be admitted 
cotriall of Armes, ſolong as noother title or intereſt

In which reſpeCt,it was thought vnfit thatthe Empe- 
rour ſhould youchlafe to fight with any King or 

Prince of what ſtate or qualitieſocuer. It appeareth 
alſo, that the honor and reſpeQ borne towards them 
was exceſsiue, becauſe the ciuill lawe doth call the 


| Emperour Lord of the world, affirming he hath iu- 


riſdiction oucr Kings andall Princes; yeathere wan- 
teth not of thoſe, that haue named him GOD ypon 
the carth, and conſequently reaſonable that he ſhould 
refuſeto fight in Combat with any King or other 
Potentate. On the contrarie ſide may be alleadged, 
thatthedignitic andritle of Kings is more auncienr, 


than that of Emperours, and that they hauc the like 


ſoucraigntie

ſoucraigntic ouermen. For well we knowe that .A#- 
neas, Romulus,8 Numa,goucrned in Roome many and 
many yeares, before that 7ulius Ceſar yſurped the title 
of Emperour.

rian King his helmet, which had a cheine hanging at

thcreinto : with them werealſo admitted diners o- 
ther Gentlemen of belt qualitic and greateſt eſtima-

 Thecauſethat mooned the King to name them 

Knights of the Band, was, for that he commanded e- 
uerie man eleed into the Order, ſhould weare a cer- 
reine red ſcarfte or lace of filkethe breadrh of three 
inches, which hung on their left ſhoulder, and was 
tyed ynder the right arme. 

No man might enter into this Knighthood, bur 
ſuch asthe King did ſpeciallic admit : neither was a- 
nie perſon capable of that dignitic, vnleſſe he were 
the ſonne of a Knight, or ſome Gentleman of great 
accompt, or at the leaſt ſucha oneas had ſerued the 
King by the ſpace of tenne yeares inhis Courr, orin 
the watre againſt the Moores.

tothe quietnes of mans life, and contentationof o- 
thers. Theſe with other vertues on them depending, 
haue from baſe birth and poore parentage, brought 
many to great title and dignitie.. And as thoſe ver- 
tuous endenours haue aduaunced them, fo the dil- 
continuance of likedelights, did vtterlie deface that 


oreat reputation and glorie. Among infinite exam- 
ples (omitting meni'of meaner fortune, yet worthie 


much honor)we hauc .Aparhocles, Eumenes, Pertinax, 


Diocleſian, Valentinian, with other Emperours, Kings 
and Capteines. Oflike fortune in birth was Marcus 
Tullius, Cato, Horace, with dincrs moſt notable lear- 
ned men: yea Socrates himlſelfe (whoby the Oracle 
of Apollowas' indgedthe wiſcſt manaliue) had no 
great parentage. And 1ulius Ceſar, that both for 
Armes andicarning excelled,and was the firſt Empe-

honor intheirpoſteritie.. Vertue I fay,is that which 
from meanceſtate hath euer led thelJouers thereof to 


rour, aſpired from lowe degree to exceſsinegloric. 

Notwithſtanding, through protraCtion of time, and 

thedegenerationof thoſe menspoſteritie, notonelie |
